Notice to Applicant(s) 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-6 are pending.

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 
§102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 

invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 3Sl(a). 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Overtoom et al. (US No. 6,732,218). 

In regard to claims 1,5, Overtoom et al. disclose a bus station 102 for use in 
a bus communication system (i.e. USB), comprising a first commimication port 
202 and a second commimication port 204, being arranged to operate in a first 
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mode upon detection of the presence of a host station 600 coupled to said second 
port and to operate in a second mode upon detection of the absence of a host 
station coupled to said second port (see figure 6, col. 5, lines 47-59), said bus 
station 102 being arranged in said first mode (i.e. port B connected) of operation to 
pass communication between said host station coupled to said second port 204 and 
a device station coupled to said first port 202 (see figure 6, col. 5, lines 47-59), said 
bus station fiirther being arranged to operate as an alternate host station (i.e. 102 as 
host) in said second mode (i.e. port B is not connected) of operation, by 
communicating with said device station coupled to said first port according to a 
communication protocol whereby said bus station initiates conmiunications (see 
figure 6, col. 5, lines 55-59). 

In regard to claim 2, Overtoom et al. disclose wherein said bus station is 
arranged to operate as a USB transceiver (i.e. normal USB hub) in said first mode 
(i.e. port B connected) of operation (see figure 7, col. 5, lines 47-55) and to operate 
as a USB host in said second mode of operation (see figure 7, col. 5, lines 55-59). 

In regard to claim 3, Overtoom et al. disclose wherein said bus station 
further comprises transceiver circuitry 200 coupled to said first and second port for 
passing communication between said host station coupled to said second port and 
said device station in said first mode of operation (see figure 6, col. 5, lines 23-32). 

In regard to claims 4, 6, Overtoom et al. disclose a bus station for use in a 
bus system comprising a device controller 210 coupled to a communication port , 
being arranged to operate as a device station, said bus station further being 
arranged to operate under control of system software, comprising an operating 
system and host station driver software being arranged to communicate with a host 
controller and to pass information to and fi-om the operating system, wherein said 
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system software further comprises host emulation software being arranged to 
emulate the presence of a host controller towards the host station driver software 
and the presence of device station driver software towards the device controller, 
fiirther being arranged to translate communications fi"om the host station driver 
software to the device controller and vice versa (see col. 3, line 55 through col. 4, 
line 45). 

Conclusion 

6. All claims are rejected. 

7. The prior arts made of record and not relied upon are considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Novell et al. (US No. 7,000,057) disclose a method and apparatus for adding 
OTG dual role device capability to a USB peripheral. 
Rostocker et al. (US No. 6,978^19) disclose a plug-and-play cable with 
protocol translation. 

Silverman et al. (US No. 6^70,603) disclose a configurable USB controller 
implemented on a single IC chip with media access control. 
Hannah (US No. 5,784,581) discloses an apparatus and method for 
operating a peripheral device as either a master device or a slave device. 
Overtoom (US Pub No. 2005/0182883) discloses an USB OTG intelligent 
hub/router for debugging USB OTG devices.
